ESTIMATES. 

. Hon. Mr. Duck moved that the estimntes 
be proceeded with showing the probable 
expenditure of tho revenue for the 
fiscal year ending June 3Uth, 
1887. He decried tho arrogance 
of the opposition preaa for liaviiij^ tilled us 
columns with erroneous aud misleading 
itatementB regardmg the financial condi- 
tion of the province, sddtng that Mark 
Twain had spoken the truth when he said 
the less a person know about a subject 
tho more willing ho was to speak about 
it. At the same time time very able dis- 
lortations on the finatimal condition of 
the province had been qfjade both by the 
p^ptp ap|l IP thaho^se; so niujlh so that 
Wprp }i not fof thu 'objigatory mi«|om of 
tne ^nances being doalt with in what was 
Known as the tijdget speech, it would bo 
ynneceiiary for 'hii^ to dfml w\i\\ vj^effl on 
^haf oQcaaion. B^t there bpp(i uiio good 
pfFeot of tho wif[dy harangues that had 
pfpanate^ froip the oppo8it.ion papers, viz 
t^at they had been so layish with \\]eit 
ftoclf argurnentg au4 ivhplesal^ denun- 
p|atioi) 88 to have pxpended tho whole of 
their aipniuiiitioii, and were now utterly 
4onior*''?Bd. Tfioir big guns harj been 
ipiked and they had made an unuondi 
tional •urtenfier. (Oh, oh.) It was true 
the wind Had been taken out of his sails, 
— ^hear, hoar from the opposition 
»ide) — but not by hon, inombera 
opposite (laughter), Tho battle had 
been fought already, so to speak, and 
therefore he had little or nothing to do. 
[Mr. Galbraith: Hear, hear ] The affairs 
of the province had been condooted in a 
■atiafactory manner, and its condition 
could well be charaotorizod as prosperous, 
^oth 09 he wan to follow in tho footsteps 
pf adyarsarlea w(io, while iioodpd \yiih 
idporVfioe bad not hesitated ' to t^epry the 
efforts of othep, he ooulij hot pass oyer, 
without comment, the disingenqoiianoss 
of the position they had taken and the 
untruthfulness which was only equalled 
by the ignorance displayed in the reinarka 
of the opposition journals when dealing

,(}t(e» a| itfeipbepfthp government begap 
aet March, and his linanoial knowledge 
of the province previous to then had been 
^oquire4 only by tho general means avail-

(sourse of \iia speech' The financial con- 
dition of tb^ provinpe irnmed atplv pro- 
viouB to ponfederation, aiid in)mefiiatply 
aftMr, W014I4 bp reforrpd to by him and 
traaod up to the ond of Juno SOth, X6Qi>, 
and also up to the end of ].885, and from 
thence up tc dato. The indebtedness of 
the province in 1871 was 81,406,000.03. At 
the time of oonfedoration. an equaliza- 
tion. of liabilities gave to B. C. S1,(;.')G,200 
as a recognized as'iet, on which interest 

11 paid at the rate of 5 per cent, per 
annum, Tho resources that were relin- 
quished when this asset was established 
were customa, harbor dues, excise and 
postage, which represented then an an- 
nual sum of ^203,157.00. This shov^ed 
^hat tjip provipdo'losti nothing oonfod- 

f ration. T}ie revenue and" expenditure 
or ^871 were about equally balanced, 



but the provincial debt svoighed heavily, 
requiring an annual payment 
of nearly i?l(jO,000, leaving lit- 
tle money fur expenditure on 
public works — aljout §149,000 — with a 
debt of $1,405,000.03 and no available at- 
sets. What a chen^e since' then has taken 
place. On entering confederation com- 
parative alliuence and financial freedom 
was inaugurated with hotter public ser- 
vices and a laatint; Domiiiiuii subsidy, 
and nolwithstanduig certain drawbacks 
that had once obtained, there was no 
duiibt that confederation had^beon a wise 
and stateainaDlike ait. The an- 
nual receipts of the prov- 
ince from ordinary rovenuo since 
1871 woro then dotailtd, ehowing 
a total of ?;5,71'.),i>85. Since IHHM there 
hud been an unuual incieano ovor tho aver- 
iige previouH uiinnal revenue of nearly 
$'iOO,UO(), tlio ihite when tho proseut gov- 
eruinent accepted office. [Hear, hear ] 
The "tight.Cauadu" policy of the previous 
government was abandoned by the present, 
(iioidVerBOir-^bd AV'oijld' say that Ihe'pfov- 
inco hadnoi,advanaed,'j'and that, in spite 
of the diMouUies ol the Ohiuose qiiestlan, 
considerable strides had not also been ta- 
ken iu this latter re.spcot. If it could bo 
shown by rotui us tliiit tin; rcvemio iiicvcaaL-d 
lifty per cent., ayricultMral resource'.* dovd- 
opeil and gi-in iiil business incrensed, which 
cotild hv shown, then hi) lliou^ht the i^'in- 
crniiieut had u l iRht to the couliilence of 
this house iiiul thi- oouiitiy. The present 
i( iiuiniHtnition and, notwithstanding tlio 
many wild assertions made hy the opposi- 
tion, tho country, were safe, and the goveru- 
^lent wo|)ld oontiaue to prosper, supported 
89 it was by a majority of the people's rep- 
resentatives. [Hear, hear.] Since pon- 
federation the •;ovornaient had obtained 
l)erinission to issue dubenturea to the 
iiuiouiit of one million dollars; also to ob- 
tain i?9'ir>.S7S.'.l7 capitali/atidu uf a certain 
portiiui (if the Doniiniou aiihsidy, iind to 
borrow :i;2,«;t;l, 878.117. The total nt-t rev- 
enue of the piovinoe since coufedenitiou 
had been $7, 3112, 502. The Ooiiiinion sub- 
■sidy eonstitutetl about one-third of Ihe 
provincial revenue .•iiid had remained tin- 
touohed except i n iin instnucd to which he 
should rofer. The iulditioual proportion- 
ate increuae of the alloweil debt to the 
provmoes gave to llritisU t-'olumbja an 
incresse of subsidy to S-M.OOO. In 1875 
the ca()iial of 84,500,000 was decreased 
to §4,'JOQ,000, at which liijuro it re- 
mained until IH84, when a alight in- 
crease touk place. The balance of dehon- 
tures still unpaid wan §746 500 piyabloin 
tho city of London, in Kni,'land, on May, 
1880, thouu'h a p'lriidu of tho sum 
was already prnviilod l)y an accumulation 
of the sinking fund. Land .lales for 1885 
had aggregated nearly §200,000, showing 
an increase of nearly 500 per cent, over 
those of the previotts government, and 
nothing spcko better for a country i^nd 
its goveruiiioiit 'har, afi iiioroauo of its 
i^gvicultui'al iiihabitunts.' There liad boon 
no' considerable fluctuation in sources of 
revenue of miiior importance, ^nder tho 
head of licenses t[iu ai;ioi)rit i^ad gallon 
of}', thougj^ this di^ not, unfortunately, 
show a deprease tti tbe hiyo of strong 
drink, — great as had been tho sucnoaa of 
the temperance organiuationa. Tho result 
was duo to having given to tnunicipali- 
tiea the power to regulate the granting 
(,f licenses, tljough luttprly there had 
again bepn aii Incfease. In 1871 m irriago 
licenses had netted §947, which dwindled 
down in J873 to §L1p (groans). b^t the 
matrimonial marliot H£;ain boomed up 
( ipplausc) until, in 188,5, tho aiini for 
niiirri.iyo lioenaca aninunted to §1175 
[Frantic applauao from Mr. G.ilbraith.] 
E lad tolls had undergone material changes. 
In 1871 the coUtotions amnuntod to 828,- 
^^■^^2 92. -After 1882 the freight from ruad 
t'llla by additional stiiiniluB of r-iiUvay 
conatruclion increased to 5?42,000, but 
full oil' again, aa ttio railway obviated tho 
necessity of so much freight traliic by 
road. Qood roads utferod inducement to 
miner, trader and farmer, and it was 
urged with reason that the lax of the sup- 
port of Iheao roads should ^'o prii;all^ bo^-iio. 
Tlip orifjinal lioat b{ tlio \,ruhk road had 
been nearly .^2,000,000, and vyhile to this 
might be duo our debt, tho cunapletion of 
the railway would render superfluous Q 
great deal of tlio rofjl of r|(aintenanpp. 
riio imposition of the roatl tolls, in its 
present uie-aided aspect, was a gruss in- 
justice, and tho governtnent, at the ea^n- 
eat reproaentallun of nl| ijis u^er^^bora, and 
eapev>if)lly those for U:iriboo, had deter- 
mined to abolisli tbo tus altogether. 
[ Cheers. ] The proviiicii\l revei(ue 
of throo doUari per head indicated 
a p'lpulivliuu of 21,000 aa againal 
5000 111 1871— a fact which in apiio of 
part o( the tax haviiiij bopii gollootod 
from Ohinosu, furnished a fuirly correct 
augury ot sucueasful legislation. [Cheers I 
The proyince had lost on paytuenc ot 
public debt, sinpo -oanfaderation, 8489,- 
109 87, showing that however neoessary a 
public debt was at tinioa, it vv'aa always 
an e-xpensivo luxury. A rumor had been 
current that a deficiency of §53,000 ex- 
latod. In order to show that the prov- 
ince had not been robbed, even to the 
fraction 0.' a cent, he entered iiitn r>. de 
tailed aaupunt o^ expor^diturci aiH( re- 
ceipts. The espondi'ture fctr thp year 
sh"Win(j'iin apparent liability of asaots 
waa neutraliiied by the acomnulatinn of 
aasota, to the extent of §102,711.12, that 
was proceeding at the time. Had tho 
liabilities balanced the assets, there 
Would have boon a surplus of §104,(\Q8.0V, 
but as it v/ao. tl-,o lii^bilitioa up to the end 
of'jqne had Iiblmi reduced to !i:i49,7Gli.70, 
an explanation wliioh he hoped would bo 
aatiafactory to the opposition. In expen- 
diture in connoction with tl^e ni)bliG in- 
.qtitutiona |,l-,o .lifierenpo had not 
lf,een of sulliciont importance to 
pill for aerious cons-deration, al- 
though thu increase of pjipqlation 
O.illo4 for libcval Diipuort of institutions 
for the assistunco of those afllicted in 
mind and body. In 1881 the incr^t^ae in 
the a(ln)inistr(ition of jutitloa to that of 
the pyevioua year waa over §17,000, and 
thoro had since been an incryafie to ^",19,- 
000. The reason fur this waa owing to in- 
orosae of population, inauguration of re- 
companao for juror service, for in 1883 
the present government inlpoduced an 
act ontitlins every petit Juror west of tho 
Cascades to .*1 50 per day, and $2 00 per 
day to those from east of those moun- 
tains. It was simply impossible in the 
natural course of events to ayoid an iu- 
orei^ap. in the coat uf ^ho administration 
of justice, and. th^s, increase waa bound 
tq continue. In nno way it indicated an 
ezpansipn of ptiysioal growth with which 
oame ^u iuoreaaa of moral to^e in a 



greater corresponding degree than that 
certain amount of lawlessness which was 
inseparable from all communities. In 
1871 the sum of §15,000 waa placed on 
the estimates for education. The cost of 
this braoob had now reached 8100,000, 
and was still progressing. The cost per 
head of education in Ontario amounted 
to 27 cents, as against S2.00 per head for 
every man, woman and child iu the pro- 
vince of British Columbia [Hear, hear.] 
In 1883 84 the C(jst here had been §08,953, 
aud the government of this province at 
present contributed proportionately eight 
times a^ much as Ontario. It was true that 
our edutiational fr.oilitiea wore inferior, but 
taking ihto aocouut the remoteneas of va- 
rious parts of the province and uimilnv 
considerationB it would be seen that liritish 
Columbia could not HuH'er by coiiii)ai isou 
in this respebt. Ho had no doubt that . 
\fhen tho necessity for jiublic uuitriciilatio!; 
had BO far advauciHl us to justify the in- 
auguration of a public university tho gov- 
oininent \vouldj,'ive tU(;.nifii.sjii-i)lU'i'j"""i.-)«. 
dmii 'education in British Coh.mbia, so far 
as the Uoininiou was concerned, was a 
farce, and teachers were as ignoraul as 
their pupils. The Indians. were capable of 
being educated aud pv«u reflued. Sur- 
rounding influences and not iiuiate causes 
were tho reason for their iutelleotnal fiiil- 
ure, and exporienco su]>ported this view, 
Kducatioii, cornbineil with fairness and 
justice, laid always been found supeiior to 
brute force, and whuu so treated tho In- 
dian had displayed nothing hut frieudlincsa 
aud good-feeliuf^. [IL ar, hear. J C'uniida 
had undertaken tlio eiue of thi so 
Indians, and ho hoped that a modicum 
of tairneas and justice .would ht) ())(-' t^cl 
out to thera from that quarter. The ex- 
penditure under tho heaH of public workg 
since confederation, totaled, itiuluding 
dock construction, thu sum of §3, 075^300, 
being an average of $219, 004,32. Tho 
estimated expenditure during 188n, was 
§1)83, 201 21 Tho actual expendituro 
S()<)(i,025.15. Unforosuen circiimatances 
necessitated diserepsBpiei between esti> 
mated and actilal revenue, and the dilFei- 
enoo between estimated and actual rove? 
nuo would ala J show a proportionate rela- 
tion, to the lame estimated and actual ex« 
penditure. A comparison of tho rQceiptsand 
e:(pendituros of the provinoe previous to 
and since the aocosaion of the preBeat-gov> 
orntaeiU ahutved that in spite of the- en- 
pondituro last year on public works of 
§2ia.000.ftd aud tho liabiiity of over 
Sl93 000, with which the jjfovenmiont ac- 
cepted iitiice, there had bcyn at the ond 
of December, 1885, only an overdraft of 
^< 129, 454 23 and at tho end of Juno, 
1880 this would have decreased tn §120,- 
000. .lodging by thu result of tho tinan 
ciering of the pruvions adn\iniatratii)n the 
presont governi{)Bnt Vfould l|iovo been war- 
ranted in ololln'g the 'present term of olUce 
with a liability of over S-100,000. He 
now came to the eatimatus up to June 
30th, 1887, ainl tho.o he did not think hp 
nep(l fjo ' Into yery extensively. Land 
aalea hid been placed at §100,000, which 
bo thought they would fully equal this 
year; an increaiio had boon made in tho 
Rt^iniitiatrntion of jjuaticp, and also a UvK** 
increase \u the t^iatter of etlwoatiou. There 
had been no paij^tioular increase ia salaries. 
Several pow appointments had been made 
in tho mi"'ng diatricts. To nnm up the 
financial affairsof the province to the close 
of the llsoal year, 18,87, the matter atands 
thua: Total amount required to ,HOth 
June, laSCi, §510,870. Total available 
for year'" sevvioea, 8'3S1,875 53; which, 
deducting from amount recjiiired, leafcj 
§134,904 47, aiicl alluwina for laped bal- 
ancos, §30,(100, loaves balance to bo pro- 
vided for to June aOth, 198Q, of ^il 14,- 
904 47 The appropriation over revonuu 
fur 1887 am-unts to 8124,303 46. Thii 
makes an average draft neceaaary to co>n- 
ploto tho service to 30th June, 1887, of 
8219,357.92, and arraiigeraent's had 
been made with the ' Hau^ 9^ Urit-^ 
i^h Colunibia' ' ^oj^' Uiat anaount.

hidorod the ^nances of ^ho province were 
in a rnoat satisfactory oonditiop.

TUE UODGET SPEECH. 

Ill a speech which occupied in delivery 
nearly the whole of yeatorday afternoon, 
the Hon. "Mr. Duck, minister of Bnanco, 
'addressed iho house on the estiinutoa. 
The apeecli was a most exhaustivu and 
withal an ekninont one — oi/e in which 
the tlott'era of oratoo' lent tlleir richness 
of color to tlie more sober huo of hard 
facta. The financial condition of the 
province was traced and compared from 
year to year since 1871 to the date of 
confederation with Canada, and the var- 
ied rates of progress were pointed out, 
with what might be desij^nated arithmeti- 
cal nicety. The abandoninoiit by the 
present f^overninent of the "tiijht Cati- 
ada" policy of their predecoasora, which 
had 80 naaterially retarded tho advance- 
ment of the province, had almost immo- 
diatoly made itself felt, and ho conclu- 
aivoly duinoiiatrated that tho revenue of 
tho province hid, since the accession to 
power of the present udininistrntion, in 

„„i,.p.t...., , . ,i,..t ..„,f 1,,,.,. 

that in this the tteneral businoa.s of tlie 
country hud onrre3[iondinyly shared The 
fluctuations in tlio annual jjiimber of 
marriages, as ahown by iha license re- 
turns, were made the eubjebt of a humor- 
ous parallel with the reliftiona of varying 
friendliness of the province with tho 
Dominion durini; the .same period, the 
speaker sondiiig htune tho force of the 
simile by declaring that the matrimonial 
market had never been brisker than at 
tho present time; — an announco 
niont that was received with nierifjed signs 
oi appreciation. The financial condition 
of the province was shown to be as per 
public aceonnts already submitted — tliat 
and nothing more, in spite of the evil in- 
tentioiied misrepresentations of the oppo- 
sition journals, 'i'he extensive expendi- 
ture on public works on the part of an 
adniinistrotion that eould appreciate and 
keep pace with the increasing requiroineiits 
of an advancing age, received full justice 
at the hands of the speaker, who, in allud- 
ing to the maintenance of the trunk road, 
announced amid much applause that the 
government had decided to aholish the 
collection of tolls upon its use. The in- 
creased oust of the administration of jus- 
tice, while it was deplored, was recogniz- 
ed aa a natural concomitant of tho con- 
stant additions to our population, and not 
as evidence of an increase of crime dis- 
proportionate to the increase of our num 
bera. The nature of the country — which 
IS one of great distances — and the com- 
parative sparaeneas of its population re- 
siding in districta considerably outlying 
several common centres, render ni many 
cases the administration of the law very 
expensive indeed, a notable example be- 
ing furniahed in the cost of a late criminal 
trial held at the last assizes. Another 
item of a-mie magnitude in regard to this 
branch of tho public service is tho syatem 
of recompense to jurors which the pros 
ent government have inausjurated. The 
education of the Indians, whose 
charge had been assumed by the 
Dominion govorumetit was stated to have 
beou, so far as thb luttev were concerned, 
entirely neglected, and the speaker ex- 
pressed a hope that a little more lively and 
practical interest would be displayed by 
that government in th(! moral welfaio of the 
trihes, in whoso cause tho mis.siouuries of 
the various religious persuasions were ho 
earnestly laboring. In speaking cjf the zeal 
with which tho presiut adminslration had 
furthered the cause of imbiic education, 
the honorable gentleman voi';ed the a.ssur- 
anoo of tho government that when tho ne- 
cessity arose for the establishment of a uni- 
versity it would bo nt once rocogniKed and 
receive substantial aid from them. In con- 
cluding his long and very iiblo nddres.s the 
speaker briefly recapitulated tho stable con- 
dition of the country's fiuancos, the bouiuI- 
ne.ss of its credit and the welfare of the 
province generally, closing by exiiressing, 
amid hearty applause, his belief in the ad- 
vent of still greater and laatiuo prosperity. 

PERSONALITIES IN JOURNALISM 

The recent majority obtained by the 
Maodonald government was unprecedent- 
ed. Tha etfect on tho country at large 
cannot be otherwise than beneficial. Not 
alone does the majority confirm and 
strengthen tho hold of the present govern- 
ment on tho c-)untry; il has administered 
a wholeaome snub ut tho French bolters 
and the Globe wing of tho liberal par'y. 
The Cilobii his made itself exceedingly 
obnoxious by its •.jSomiVa anu iiiuuceut 
alluaionu to those luombura who conceived 
it to bo their duty to vote that Riol had 
been righteously executed. It ia believed 
that the course of tho Globe and thc- 
Globets all over tho country has greatly 
weakened tho grit party and destroyed 
any prospoct of auccesa tho paper once 
entertained at the next general election. 
Lot the reader imagine, if ho can, the ef- 
fect on an enlightened community of such 
remarks aa the following, which occurred 
in recent editiorinls in the Globe; 

"Veatorday th.; L'overnruont called on 
thoir kennel to back tliem in another at- 
tack on thu liberty of discussion. " 

"It wa.s more than indecent, it was ruf- 
fianly to press on the debate." 

''Theawine who follow the prcdigala of 
the ministry." 

"Sir Hector's rascally amendment." 

"The rules of parliament were trampled 
under foot with insolent brutality." 

(ieorge IJrown was a great writer and 
clever politician, but he marred tho eflect 
of good writing by coarse personalities. Ho 
left an irapreaa on Canadian journalism 
which two g -nerations of careful, thought- 
ful writing will not remove. That the 
Globe, the paper of Mr. Brown's crea- 
tion, still folhjws in the beaten path ao 
often trod by its great originator, is evi- 
denced by the extracts given above. The 
Times, of this oity, when it refers to the 
ministerial party in the province aa "raM- 
cals," "thieves," ''leclieroua parasites," 
"liars," etc., etc., etc., ia a mere echo of 
its great Toronto contemporary, and 
like the Globe has succeeded only in di- 
minishing the nainber of. its own friends 
and piling up larger majorities for the 
ministry.

rayoosii Creek Sai<l to be Kicii 
in Ooid. 



Mr li. Allen, M. 1*. P , rocoived a 
letter from Lillooot, dated 'S2d March, 
>rhich states that about ten days pre- 
vious to that date five Chinese went up 
Oayoosh creek prospecting. They re- 
turned and took out fifteen mining li- 
censoa and recorded fifteen claims. Dur- 
ing tho past few days about 100 men 
have gone to the locality. They say 
little, but from the number that havo 
none in the prospects must bo good. 
They go about ten miles above the mill 
and then there is seven or eight miles of 
Cayoosh creek that will pay, and proba- 
bly more beyond whore they wont. 'I'hey 
eay the country is open, witli plenty of 
Oaru and benches on the creek. No ono 
as yet knows exactly tho worth of the 
discovery, but all say it is very good. Tho 
gold is coarse. 

The place where the gold is struck is 
one mile fr,'in tho town of Lillooet wheru I 
tho gold is found, and then extends up 
tho creek in a northwesterly direction. It 
runs in tho aamo direction and from the 
same mountain as Bridge creek, from 
which latter it is distant about tiftuon 
miles. There can bo no doubt as to the 
information received, and tho only thing 
strange about it is that tho creok should 
not havo been located before. 

Aocuaa to the mincH ia easy, it being 
but forty-seven miles from the town of 
Lyton, up tho Fraser, or by wagon road 
from Ashcroft to Cartiyles and theuco 
along the Marble oaiion road to Lillooe>.

Captain Hnydei!, of the abip 
Two Brothers, informed us that a vessel 
of any particular value cannot keep even 
by transDortinc coal to San Francisco 
from Seattle at less tlian ,§2 26 per ton. 
That amount just about covers iho cur- 
rent expenses and tho depreciation of 
the veesel and loaves no profit for tho 
owners. Captain Hayden is reliable au- 
thority and hia staiomeiil is certainly 
preferable to that of the man who knows 
nothing about the expense of a collier, 
>ail or steam. False statements are dili 
gently manufactured and diasominated, 
magnifying the profit of iiiduatriea, so as 
to create diaoontont among laborers. The 
authors and circulators of these false 
statements do not sulTer for want of 
bread, but by their advice and course 
they take from ihu workinginan his bread, 
as they make him discontented and in- 
duce him to quit bis work. — Seattle 
VhroiikU.

FOURTH PARLIAMENT. ^ 

(Continued from fintpiMire.l 
Mr. Heaven continued to read extracts 
from T/ie CtAonid in reference to the pro- 
gress of the country. Ho contended that 
tho prosperity the country had ex- 
perienced was not due to tho presout gov- 
ernment. He also thought there waa 
mismanagement in every department, 
When the present government took office 
tho finances of tho country wera on a 
sound basis, and the outgoing government 
had spent all their revenue with the ex- 
ception of a couple of thousand dollars. 
The spoake,r hero referred to the different 
expenditures made by the various govern- 
ments since confederation, referring par- 
ticularly to the Walkem-Bonven govi^rn- 
ment term of four years iind seven 
months, and stating that tlio expendi- 
turea over receipts wera but ^1,400. Tho 
overdraft that was mado at that time waa 
tho best arrangement possible. Tho policy 
of that governmeut was followed pre- 
cisely by the honorabk leader of the gov- 
ernment when he came into office. He 
thought if tho present guvornmant could 
allow such a statfuneiit as tho provlous 
one on going out of olMco it would bo a 
jatiafactary and fortunate thing. Ono 
thing that the mainland members would 
like to know was what waa done with the 
S2,"0,000 received for the drydock which 
was prouiiaed to the mainland. 

Oovormnont monibors — There was no 
such agreemunt. 

ilr. Beavou read tlio resolution moved 
by him and seconded by .Mr. Duck two 
years ago, which was voted down. This 
resolution did not stute thiit then- was any 
bargain, and Mr. lii-iiven continuing to rc- 

llou. Mr. Suiitbe objected to tho use of 
the word, when it was denied from his side 
of the house that no such bargain was 
made. 

Mr. Boavea said tho country understood 
it aa Hucb. He coutunded that the present 
minister of liuouce had no power to nego- 
tiate a draft for $100U.

.Mr. Beuvoii — Thi-re; you alway refer 
to what 1 have done. It is not that you 
should do as I have done, but better, t'oii- 
tinuiug, bo said that mom hers of the house 
had a right to know how the moneys they 
were asked to vote wore to be repaid. In 
ruferrini; to increase of revenue, he claimed 
that it was from land sales, jjroviucial rev- 
onno tax, from the McN'aniee contract re- 
paid, and increase ot interest. They had 
received over §000,000 over and above the 
usual rovonuo of the province during their 
term of olHce. Tho cost for salaries was 
an alarming increase of nearly $50,1)00, as 
against a total for salaries i>f ^>'.)(),I)1)0 in 
188;t. 

It boiug li o'clock, on a (juestion tliat tho 
debate of tho budget sheet and estimates

The Prospect of 'J'raus-Pacilic 
Connection. 

Robert Kerr, geueral freight and pas- 
senger agent of the Canadian PaciBo, was 
in St. Paul or. his way from Winnipeg to 
ilontreal, 'The Canadian Pacitic ia now 
operating its lino west from Winnipeg as 
far as Cannioro, at tho foot of the moun- 
tains, but arrangements havo been mado 
to continue the operations to Donald, a 
point 1,022 miles west of Winnipeg, be- 
tween the first range of the Rockies and 
the Selkirks. This will bo done within 
the next few days, and about IMay 1st 
trains will bo run through to Port Moody, 
or rather to Coal Harbor, which it is pro- 
posed to call Vanccmvor. This point will 
bo the Pacific coast torminua of the lino. 
Port Moody is twenly miles this sido of 
Coal Harbor, and was originally intended 
to be tho terminus. To reach tho forinar 
place from tho Pacific, tho ocean steainora 
have to pass through a rather narrow 
isthmus. This makes navigation to and 
from tlie purl uoinewhat tedious, and for 
that reason tho lino was extended to Coal 
Harbor, which opens on a good wide bay. 
Uugariliii;^ tho ocean connections of the 
Canadian Pacific Kerr could say but little. 
The first trans-oceanic line will bo that to 
China. This will bo uproad us fast as the 
businesa aecui ed will warrant.

Mills, on buhalf of the hu.sbaiul, applied 
for and obtained leave of Mr. .histico 
Gray lo bo hoard — cimtending that tho 
order of the 4th of November should not 
have be:.) mtdo, on the ground that al- 
though it wa.s tho practice in England at 
tho preaoiit tune to Ljraiit a writ of ae- 
qucitratluii In the first i'lstanco, it was 
not the practice in the year 1m58; that 
tho divorce court in this province was 
governed by tho linglish practice of 18.58, 
and that practice waa that a writ of se- 
questration should not issue unhil after 
a *Tit of attiicliment had been granted. 
Therefore, the order of tho -1th of Nov- 
ember ahould bo reauinded. Mr. ilus- 
tico (iray bus delivered the following 
judgment: 

III this case I must rescind tho order 
made on tiio -Ith November last for o 
writ of aeciueatration "ipdil improiidi: em- 
anavil." Though that order was in ac- 
cordance with tho rules of our superior 
court aa bearing upon similir mattera, 
there is an express exception under rule 
419 of tho application of those rules to 
prncoedings in divorce and matrimonial 
causes, and though it may havo been in 
accordance with the practice of tho latter 
court in England at tho present day it ia 
not in accordance with tho practice of that 
court in 1858, when the English law was 
introduced into this province, and the 
statutes of 1858 must in that respect gov- 
ern us. I must therefore rescind that or- 
der and leave the applicant to take such 
steps as aho may be beat advised. The 
defendant must be entitled to bis costs for 
resisting the application for such order.

Pauis, Jlurch 13. — The sei.-na'ion in 
Paris this week has been th« death at 
Monte Carlo of Lord Dupplin, eldest 
8on of the Earl of Linnoull. Milord 
Dupplin was well known here, as he 
was, in fact, in every large city and 
^uy ami fusliiouablu resort in Europe. 
Wlien, therefore, tlie news reaclii'd 
Paris that after losing a treiuendpjis 
sum at one of the roulette tables in the 
Monte Carlo Casino iNIilord had retired 
to his hotel and taken his life the af- 
fair waa the talk of the clubs, and quite 
a ripple of excitement passed over the 
Hue Breda. 

The management of Monte Carlo, in 
its anxiety to keep the ))lace in good 
repute, ever make.i strenuous efforts to 
conceal cases of suicide. It; lias done so 
in this instance and but few jiarticu- 
lara in connection with the English 
nobleman's suigide have as yet leaked 
out. It is rumored, however, il;at after 
retiring to his hotel from a protracted 
and ill-starred session at tho roulotte- 
ta)>le he swallowed a heavy dose of 
chioral and sank into dreams of auiil- 

ing forlun« nn.l liPBiir.i.iip wiiyvirAp,- 

frbm which there was no awakening. - 
A rutoor ia also current that the 
suicide ia not Lord Dupplin at all, but 
simply an adventurer who had assum- 
ed the name for purposes of his own. 
This rumor, however, lacks conlirm- 
atioii. 

Suicides at Monte Carlo Jiave been 
f«arfully frequent of late. Two weeka 
ago a wealthy Italian, a merchant of 
Milan, after backing rouge with ob- 
stinate pertinacity and marked ill suc- 
cess, hanged himself amid tho irises 
and roses in the Casino garden. 

A few days later a Hungarian noble- 
man, who had been ruined" at the 
tables, walked into a little side room 
of the Casino and stabbed himself to 
death. In the hope of concealing the 
suicide his body was thrown by the at- 
tendarwS from a window ao that it 
might apjjeur that be accidentally drop- 
l)ed out. The body fell upon a deeper 
who happened to be passing at the mo- 
ment. He raised the limp, and inan- 
imate form and was horror-struck when 
in the sot and glassy eyes he read the 
tale of death. 

Proceeding to hia home he sat down, 
in nervous mood, by tlie open window 
of bis cotiRge. A few minutes later his 
wife lighted the lamp. His littlt- child 
was playing beside his chair. "Oh, pa 
pa!" she suddenly exclaimed, "what is 
that great, ugly mark on your shoul- 
derT' 

With trembling (ingors the man 
drew off his velveteen shooting jacket. 
There, close by the neck, was a broad, 
dark stain. The keeper glared at that 
stain with distended eyeballs. 

It was the blood of the Hungarian 
nobleman, which, aa tho body had 
struck him, had sturteil from the fresh- 
ly made wounds. That night the keep- 
er went mad. 

Later still, a rich shop-keeper of 
Lyons went to Monaco to view the 
beauty of' its gardens and its terraces 
and enjoy its salubrious climate. He, 
too, was lured from the [)ink of the 
rosea and the blue of the sky to the 
red and the black of the rouletto table. 

One evening after losing a very 
heavy sum he returned to his hotel 
much excited. Throwing himself on his 
bed be presently sank into feverish 
sleep. 

His wife, who was very much dis- 
turbed over her husband's ill fortune 
and had an idea that if she only got to 
work at the tables should manage mat- 
ters better than he had done, determin- 
ed to endeavor to retrivu the sums that 
had been lost. Yes, she would go to 
the Casino and win the money back. 

Arrived at the roulette table, she 
took a seat, and her tirst feelings of 
timidity speedily vani.shed. 

In her first venture the lady from 
Lyons was eminently successful, and 
the gold and the franc notes began to 
pile up before her. Ahl it was just as 
she thought; she would win her lost 
money back. 

But presently luck began to vacillate 
She lost, then won, then lost, again. 
Finally lier winnings had been gather- 
ed in by tho croupier's rake, together 
with the few hundred franca of her 
own money. V 

Now bad come the time to stop. 
Stop! with the gambling fever raging 
within herl Sh6 did uotbing of the 
kind. Retiring into one of tho sidi! 
rooms, she withdrew the belt contain 
iug her husband's naoney from around 
her person. 

She returned to the table and re 
Bumed her ])lay, winning and losini;, 
losing and winning, ever increasing tiie 
heaviness of her bets. To cut tho story 
short, it all ended by her losing every- 
thing to her last centime. 

Then, as the croupier's rake moved 
steadily over the table and swept in 
her last hazard, she rose with a dazed 
air and walked out of the Casino. 
Beaobing the gravelled walks and the 
fresh air of the gardens without, a 
sudden and startling change in her de- 
meanor took place. Throwing lior arms 
above her head and wildly shrieking, 
she ran swiftly along the eastern walk 
and hurried herself into the sea. 

When the news of the shocking oc- 
currence was carried to the ^husband 
at the hotel he did not give way to any 
violent ebullition of grief. He received 
the news with a species of torjior and 
shortly afterward retired to bis apart- 
ments, expressing a desire to be alone. 
Within ten minutes later the mullled 
Bound of- a,pistql shot swas heard from 
his bed room. Servants hurried to the 
apartment and found the occupant 
stretched upon the door bleeding and 
d^iug. Clutched iu his right hand was 



a revolver; he had ."ihot himself in the 
mouth. 

Several other cases have also occur- 
red, together with a number of at- 
teni]its which have not been successful. 
So strong, in fact, has the epidemic of 
suicide .T.t Jlonte Carlo been of late 
that an e.xtra force of gendarmes has 
been put to watch the paths in tho 
beautiful gardens to guarti against such 
attempts. 

The socialists are again very active 
just at present in Paris. A monster 
mneting of socialists and dissatisfied 
and unemployed toilers generally has 
been called for the 18th inst., the an- 
niversary of the outbreak which oc- 
curred in 1871, and which was follow- 
ed by the reign of the; commune. The 
, socialists' ranks have been enormously 
recruited of late, and it is not at all 
unlikely that this meeting may preci- 
pitate serious results. 

A scandal very similar in many of 
its features to the C'rawford-Dilke scan- 
dal which has recently furnished food 
for gossip in London, is at present be- 
ing largely discussed by the bourgeoi- 
sie. Madelaine Ilicard is a young wo- 
man of pronounced physical charms 
who, it appear.s, at one time receiveil 
attentions from one Lcfe\ re, a well to 
do wool merchant well ' advanced in 
years. The old fellow aeer.i8, however, 
to have been somewhat backward in 
proposals looking to matrimony, and 
either iu a moment of weakna.ss or in 
a moment of pique she married one La- 

- -1--,---, " 

way of business. 

The union does not appear to have 
been a very felicitous one on her side 
at least. The limited means of the hus- 
band were insufficient to satisfy the 
somewhat (^Ntravagant ambilii)i)s of 
the wife. Old Lefevre, liowev<'r, IlitlcJ 
around the household in apiiarcntly 
the same stupid, motiveless way as be- 
fore. Things w«nt on in this fashion for 
a time, when one line day the wife sud- 
deidy startled her prosaic husband liy 
making to him revelations of a very 
shocking nature. 

The husband promptly a])plieii to the 
courts, [and the details adduced are 
suchaa to be unfit for publication. The 
aged admirer, whihi unable to explain 
certain attentions which he is proved 
to have shown lo the young married 
woman, stoutly denies any actual guilt. 
He denounces ln-r story as |)uro fubi'i- 
cation. By not a few it is believed to 
be such, it being claimed that many of 
these certain revelations by women are 
of nothing more than the results of 
either an hysterical outburst or a ile- 
sire for revenge. 

In this instance it is arguetl in some 
quarters tliat .Mme. l.apcnt seeks to 
give a slap in the face to the prosaic 
husbaml, of whose dulness she has 
tired, and to revenge herself upon that 
laggard in love, Lefevre, by ruining 
his reputation. The outcome of tho 
case is being watched with lively inter- 
est.
